Mav.'vii.i.r. Kv.. .Tune 20.— Early 1ft tbe year 1773 
ten men, amoni! w lioni were ("apt. Thos. Yoitnij. 
• apt. John llcii^jcs and fjiwronee Darnall, cmi 
Ing down the Uhlo from Pittsburg, lauded at tbe 
mouth of a creek which Hedges named Lime- 
stone : the name was prolMtbly suggested by tbe 
fact that the limestone formation which runs 
from the Ohio through (kjntral Kentucky and un 
derlies all the region known aj* the "Blue Grass" 
here commences. This name tbe creek, which 
rises In the table land three miles south of the 
river, to which it cuU its way through a beauti- 
ful ravine, bears to this day, and as the " month 
of Limestone," or "The Point," the place where 
the rapid stream empties Itself Into the Ohio, 
soon bi-came famous. On their way to the falls 
of the Ohio to survey and locate tbe future site 
of Louisville for Dr. John Conolly, the par^ of 
Opt. Thomas Bnllitt landed and encamped at 
Limestone : and, hetng joined hy the McAfee com- 
I)anv, tlie I'liiels of exi>lorers remained here In 
the 'H<M iety of each otiior for two days— June i2 
and -JS. 1T78. In the succeeding years various 
other parties were landed, made surveys along 
the river bottoms and In tbe adjacent country 
back fr.'D! the river, and then pushed on to points 
In low. The name of lAwrence (Darnall's given 
name) had been (jlven tbe next creek below I-inn' 
stone. At it.s mouth Simon Kenton, wlio lia'l 
descended the Ohio as far as Calviu Creek two 
veara before, landed in 1775, and wandering to Its 
liead there found tbe flrst cane land, for which be 
had mainly searched all the way down from the 
Kanawha. There he made his clearing, planted 
com and built his flrst rude cabin. From this 
be waa soon driven by the hostile red men, and 
until 1784 his time, during which he was not a 
prisoner of the savage, nor on the warpath, was 
pa,ssed at the stations south of the Kentucky 
river. Kortltied possession of what is now Mason 
(X)unlv wius not taken until the year above men- 
tioned', when Simon Kenton returned from his 
settlement on the Salt river, to the spot which 
had first captured his fancy, and there built his 
block bouse, three miles south of tbe river. In 
this he was assisted hy Captain John Waller. Tn 
turn he aided John and Edward Waller and (ieo. 
liewls to erect their fort on tbe bank of tbe river, 
at a spot on what la now Front etieet, between 
Market and Limestone. In these two stations, 
Waller's and Kenton's, the settlers comliiR down 
the river and destined for the interior, found a 
refuge and resting place. From Limestone to the 
Salt Sulpur Springs at the Blue I..icks, and tijcnce 
further south to Ixxington, the vast herd.s of 
hiilTalo, in their rovings from the prairies of Ohio 
to the groves of ( 'cntriil Kentuckv, had trodden 
out a " trace," broad and lirm. which formally 
year? served a.s a pack-horse and wagon road ov. r 
which all the travel and trade that came down 
the Ohio passed ou its way to the more southern 
settlements. This ciroumatance, combined with 
the fact that it was tbe nearest point on the river 
to the Inti'rlor, made the moutn of I^lmestone a 
depot and entrej)ot more than a hnndrcil years 
ago. Other settlers soon fixed their babitatlryi 
near that of tbe Wallers. Here Boone, aliandon- 
Ing his settlement on the Kentucky river, soon 
came and lived several years prior to his resi- 
dence on the ICanawha. Aence,weutthebandof 
adventurers who founded tbe far-famed and 
beautiful Queen City of tbe West, which they first 
named Losantiville. 

As Limestone the place was known until, on the 
llth of r>ecember, 17H7, the Virginia Assembly 
passed an act of incorporation and establishing 
the town of Maysville on one hundred acres of 
land lyioK on the lower side of Limestone (/'reek, 
in tbe ('.ouuty of Bourl>on, the property of John 
M^ and Simon Keaton. The niet trosteee wen 
Daniel Boone, Henry Lee, Arthur Fox, Jacob 
Hoonc, Thomas and Oeorpe Mcfford, "gentle- 
men. .Inhn May, after svlioin the pl«<'e was 
named, wils, two years later, killed by the Indians 
while descending the river from Mttsburg on a 
flat-)H>at. iSlnion Kenton, becoming disgusted 
with the evil fortune which stripped him of his 
lauds and confined him " within Iwuuds," for 
debt in Kentucky, removed to Ohio, where be 
lived to an extreme old age. Daniel Boone, after 
leaving Maysville, lived a few vears in Virginia, 
re|>rcsentlug one of tbe Kanawha counties in the 
Legislature, and thenoe removed to Missouri, 
wliere the Spaniards made him an officer. Henry 
Lee represented Hotirbon and Musnn counties in 
the Virginia lii^uislalure, was a delegate from 
Itourbou to the convention whidi ratitied the 
Ckinstitutlun, against which he voted, was for a 
time County Lieutenant of Bourbon, was a con- 
spicnons niiin in all pnlilii' ailiiirs, and amassed a 
liii'}.'!' ii>rtune which he left to his descendants, 
wlio an iiiimeiinis in this city and county, liis 
oldest son, Kiclmrd Henry Ix'c, was one of the 
founders and early eilitors of the Cincinnati C^un- 
men'ial. Arthur Vox died early and young, leav- 
ing children, iind a willow, w ho marrl(*d Henry 
I^ee. Jacob Hoone. < (iiisiii of I>aiilel, left many 
dcsceiiiliints, some of whom still live ainong us. 
'Iliomas llrooks anil (ieoiKc Mellord arc repre- 
sented by many descendant, who continue in tbe 
community. The Kenton family, which is nu- 
merous and Influential In the county of Robert- 
son, Is represcntcil In Mavsvllle liy the Kaliis 
liidtliers, great-Kratidsons of ( ornelins Huiiis aiel 
I'litsy Ki iiton. They are amont," the worthiest 
and most properousof our business men. 

In the consti ncttlon of works of internal Im- 

Srovement Maysville was the pioneer among 
entucky towns. The first turnpike built from 
the Ohio to Central Kentucky was that from 
Mrysville to lA'xin«f<)n, ■ i>mm it for 

maiiy years passed all the tratlic bi twccn the Kjist 
and (Central Kentucky, while much of the mer- 
chandise consumed in all the mountain coun- 
ties of Eastern Kentucky, and in a large part of 
.'■'onthwestern Viruinia. Fjist Tennessee, West 
.Nortli Ciiniliini. and even in Northeiii lieorKia, 
was transjiorled in white covered wagons fuMn 
Maysville. Among the early merchants who 
were active In the construction of the road ami 
In all business enterprises may be named John 
Armstrong, James .\. Morrison and A. M. January. 
This turnpike wa.s foUowi'd by one to Mt. Sterliiig 
and others until Mason County Is a network of 
the finest turnpike roads in the country and 
Maysville is coiuiected not only by main roads 
leading into tbe interior, but by lateral and inter- 
secting thoroughfares with all the adjacent coun- 
ties ol Ia'wIh, Fleming. Nicholas, Robertson and 
Brai kcn. The advantage to farmers and mer- 
chants of this facility ol Intercourse at all sea- 
sons of the year ia Ineatimabto, and tberoby tbe 
salable value Of all lands has been greatly en- 

haneecl. 

Maysville was also u jiioneer in railroad bulld- 
iuK, and tliongli her earlv etlort.s were lUisucces- 
fiil yet they conspicnously exhil)ite(l the enter- 
prise of her ImsiiHss men. Ihe road from Mays- 
ville to Ix'xinglon was commenced In IHM>; the 
part from Paris lo I,.<>xington was completed, but 
that from Paris to Mavsvllle was abandoned aftef 
a lai'i;!' snm !.uil )ieen exneinled thereon. 
Til rip null tlie sii>;,iri 1 y. Zeal. iliteltij;eni e and enter- 
iTise of James Itarbour the project was renewed 
III 1H07, and amidst many discouragements and 
not withstanding the incompetency of the mnn- 
ogenient. the road was tinally completed In }x'l. 
ll is believed by niuny tliut Inid .Mr. Harliour, to 
wboni the community is indebted more lliaii lo 
aiiv otiiei one man for the road, continued at its 
heiid, the roail would still belong to the subscril)- 
ers, by whose money mainly it was built. As it 
was.ftllnt paaaed into the hands of the bond- 
holders, then Into those of the Central Kentucky 
management, by whom It was sold to limiting- 
ton. who recently transferred It lo the 1 . and N. 
system. It has recently Iteen laid witb fine steel 
rails, and improTemenv have been made In the 
road-bed ana rolling stock, which add greatly to 
the comfort of the traveling public. Two trains 
are dally run to Ix'xiugton, that in the early 
morning conuoets at Paris with the train from 
Lexington to Cincinnati, and reaches Ivexii)gton 
in time to connect with the morning train from 
that place to Louisville. In U61 Maysville also 
commenced to build a railroad to the month of 
the Handy, but this enterprise also met with a 
collapse. It was renewed In 1871 under the mag- 
nificent title of the '• Kentuckv and Great East- 
ern Railway Company," which soon came to 
grief. Then Huntington, alive to the beauty and 
value of tbe irlver route from Cincinnati to the 
Handy, put to the nro]e<'t the energies of bis 
shoulder and pocket biaik, and it now forms part 
of the great transcoutlueutal route, which 
stretches Its bands of steel from Newport News to 
Hen Francisco. 

Four trains each way run between Maysville 
and the l^ieeii City, the distance in time l>etween 
llie two nlttces being less than two hours. The 
commercial man can leave Maysville after an 
early bnakfaat, pass all the business hours of 
tbe day in tbe metropolis of tbe Ohio Vallevg 
and return boaie in ttne lor the evening meal. 



Routes have been surveyed l>otw<«en Maysville 
andO>lumbiis, O., and ll is confidisntly l)ellcved 
that in time n railroad will be along the line of 
one of the.se. These facilities of trausportjttion 
are nobly supplemented bv the grand river 
which washes Aur front, btlnglng us coal, tim- 
tH>r. Iron, salt, ofl, stone and glas-sware, and all 
the liettvler freiunts. ami currying away grains. 
Hour, tolmceo, cuttle, le'i;-. pli>ws, and the vari- 
ous articles mttiiiifactnieil in our busy town. 
The White Collar Line suppllen us with magnlti- 
cent daily steamers, and every bout from Pitts- 
burg finas at Maysville one of its most valuable 
ports. 

In IHfi.), Mr. S. .Salomon, an enthusiastic artificer 
In golil and silver, became impressed with the 
fact that Maysville needed more light, and set 
himself to tbe task of organising a company to 
supplv the place with gas woriu. This was 
cluicklv done, and tbe factory was erected by 
Mr. JefTrles, w ho became the largest stockholder. 
The price was at lirsi fonr dollars per thousand 
cubic feet to Individual eousumcrs, hut this was 
soon lowered. The company steadily declared 
semi-annual dividends of four per cent., besides 
improving its property. Thie excited opposition 
w hich culminated in tbe ofganlaatlon of a rival 
company, to which was given the contract for 
liu'hting the streets. I'rici's were run down to a 
point which caused a loss to both of the warrinn 
companies. Then the old bought out the new, 
and now famishes an excellent qnallty of gas at 
Sl.r>0 per thousand cubic feet, with a reduction of 
twenty-five per cent, to houses which use gas 
stoves. The streets are well lighted. The suick 
of tbe company is capitalized at f I!<,r>il0, with a 
bonded debt of •■'jO.tniP, both lionds and stocks be 
ing owned by citizens of the place. Last sum- 
mer, under an amendment to its charter, the 
company erected a power-house and added elec- 
trh'lty to Its works— oue of tbe public benefits 
siirlnifinx from the )>revious competition which 
has lieeii ineiilioued. The plant is fnriiislied 
with two fifty-six four-Inch tubular boilers, six- 
teen feet long and sixty-alx taehei in diameter ; 
two Brown engines, connected with friction 
clutches, so that one, or both, of the eujflues can 
lie used at »ill The I'ligines and Ixnlers and 
appnrieiiauees were made and put up bv The I. 
A: K. Ureeiiwald Cum|)any, of (Xncinnati. The 
electrical part consists of an incandescent dyna- 
mo for OoO lights, and an arc dynamo for t!:;r;y 
arc light!, and an eighty horse pow< r geneuuni 
lo run the street railroad. The lighting is the 
Thomson-Houston system, and the street railroad 
is the Westlnghouse system. The stree; railroad 
company biree the power from tbe gas company. 
The itoek of the two oompaalea ia lenaiallr in 
the hands of the same indmduaU. 

The next great public Improvement under- 
taken wae tne water works. This wa.s com- 
menced in 18M), by the Ma}-8ville Water Ck>m 
PUT, of which Jacob Krleger, of Louisville, U 
President, and A. K. Cooper, of tbe Oalt House, 
is 8e<'retary and Treasurer. This was another 
enterjirlse lor which .Maysville Is Indehteil to the 
energy and sagacious management of James 
Barbour, by which considerable local opposition 
was overcome. The city of Maysville voted and 
gave to the company |;30,tXX) In her bonds. In re- 
turn she receives peroetual Hre protection, to 
secure which she retains a flrst mortgage on all 
the property of the company. This protection Is 
furnished by means of tire plugs locatcnl all over 
the city at convenient places. It is only neces- 
sary to attach a hoae to one of theee plugs to se- 
cure a stream ol water Which can be thrown, by 
the fori-e of Its own pressure, over the top of the 
highest building in the city. The pltiKs are also 
Used to water and flush the streets, a great aid to 
cleanliness, comfort and health. .Ml of this ser- 
vice is given free In consiileiation of tbe bonds. 
The cost of the works was over ftfl)0,«». Thev 
carry a bonded debt of (100,000. The stock is 
owned In Louisville principally. The control 
and managenu'nt is absohitely emanci)mted from 
the pernicious iiillnencc of muniripal politics, 
and all tbe aliairs of the company ana the opera- 
tion of the works are conducted on strictly busi- 
ness principles. A. Schaeilbr Is tbe efficient 
."superintendent. The saving to property-holders 
in rates of Insurance more than equal- tic inti r 
est on the citv bonds. The pump-bou,se stands 
on the bank of the river above the^ity, whence 
the water is forced lo the top of one of the hills, 
which lift their heads 830 feet above the narrow 
bottom on which Maysville Ls built. Aliumlanee 
of water is afforded for all motive auJ mauiilac 
luring purposes. 

CloKely following the water works came the 
street ralleoad, which was built by Wm. H. Frank 
and L. W. Robertson In 188:), and was o)H>raled by 
them until last fall.when they .sold out to the pres- 
ent company. Rec<'ntly the well niifh wornout 
horses and mules gave plac,' to electricity , ami 
tbe old track was torn up and new rails supplied 
its place. The track exwuda from tbe lower 
corporation line to the cemetery abore tbe city, 
a distance of three and a quarter miles. The 
company have fonr motor cars sixteen feet long, 
with vestibules, which were made by the Brill 
Company, of Philadelphia. Forty-pound T-rails 
are used. The grade is not over four feel to the 
mile at any point. Tbe principal stockholders 
are the Ooohta^, Ficklins, Coxes, Newton 
Cooper, 8. N. Meyer and their associates. Tbe 
cars are easily accessible to any part of the city. 

Thirty years ago the " free schools " of Mays- 
ville were an object of contempt. To-day our 
" Public Sehoola" annie the attention and elidt 
the commendation ofevery eltUen who Is Inter- 
esteii In progress, and the general welfare. There 
wa.s a time when it derogated from the ,so< lal 
standing of the pupil who attended .these 
schools. Now they have well nigh superseded 
all others; they are fllled and attendea by the 
children of the most rcsia-clablc citizens: their 
public exliihition^ ami examinations are attend- 
ed by throne's of eauer listeners, ami lo hold a 
front rank in any one of iln ni is n [.'an led as an 
honor ol wliieli the liri^'liie-l may u i ll he pioiid. 
The steady ailvaiiee onward and upward t<i a 
higher standard is dtie, not only to the etHcicucy 
and proticieiicy of the tea«!her», many of whom 
have an ex|ierii nce of more than a score of vears 
in their pii sent positions, l.nt almost ei|Uafly to 
the care and zeal of a Well sele< ted isc hool Ikiard. 
From the composition of this Board politics Is 
scrupulously eliminated, and in turn the Board 
regards onh the com|ieteni y, attainments, and 
charaeier of tliose employi il iw teai hi'rs. The 
policy lias liecn to retain tliosc who )irove them- 
selves raprtlile. Useful and iiieritorions, ami the 
the tenure of positions in llie schools is made to 
deiieiid ou these >|ualities, and nut upon tbe re- 
.sults of tbe annual election*. TliUB a tone of 
stability has beeu given to the schools, and tin' 
teachers, feeling that their subsistence does not 
iK peint on cringing to a t:imiicilman, teach In 
their own conduct the virtue of Hulf-respectlng 
independence. Dtflferlng In all other subjects, 
the whole community can be made to rally at 
any time to the support of the pnblic schools, 
and for no other purpose does it pay taxes so 
checrlnlly. There are live s( hool districts iu the 
l ily, each of which has Its ,s('i)arttte edifice and 
teachers, male and female. "The buildings are 
creilitalile, well ventilated, lighted and warmed. 
The sexes are not seiiarateu in the recitation 
rooms in Ihe district schools, liesides there Is a 
uell-rignlateil and well-taugbtschool for colored 
children, the teachers In which, male and fe- 
luale, are of the colored race. From the district 
schools the pupils pass to an intermediate 
school, which is presided over by Professor 
Josiah Wilson, witli Miss Ella Met<'alie as an as- 
sistant. Hence they go into the High S<'hool, of 
which Professor C. J. Hall Is Principal in the 
male department ; Miss Fannie I. Ooraon, a most 
efficient teacher. Principal Iu tbe female depart- 
ment with Miss Ada Pearl Sutton as an assistant. 
Ill the High ."ichool the sexes are separated. The 
Principals of the district schools are H. <'. Smith, 
Hayes Tliomas and 11. F. Williams. Charles It 
Harris is Principal of the colored .school, .Seventy 
pupils alUuid the High Hchuoi ; 120 tbe Interme- 
diate : sao tbe white district schools, and IW tbe 
colored schmd. In the High School, twsidea well 
ndvain ed sunUi's In physiology, history, geogra- 
phy and iiiutliematics,' and otlier branche,* of 
Knglish, music, French, (ierman and I*tin arc 
taught. "Hayswood Academy" is an Institution 
of which Maysville is Jtistly proud. The Princi- 
iml, Ke\ . .lohu S. Hays, an able Presbyterian 
ilivine. with an extensive and snecessfiil experi 
ern e as an educator, Is assisted by his accom- 
plished daughtt^rs and others. In tuis excellent 
.school, besides all tbe branches of a thorough 
English education usually taught in a female 
academv of ihe higher class, the pupils are In- 
strtu'ted In Latin, French, German, music and 
thp arts. The number of pupils Is between sixty 
and seventy. The .Sisters (d the Visilatioii have 
a large school In connection with their convent, 
which i.s one of the most impoalag atructures in 
the city, and the Catholics have a parochial 
school under excellent managempnt. It will be 
seen that ill educational matters Maysville keeps 
step wilh the progress of the times. There is 
room for Improvement, and the improvement 
will come. 

The Maysville Public Library and Historical 
Society was founded by the munlfloence of tbe 
late James Wormald. The exterior of the build- 
ing Is plain, but substantial : the celling and In- 
terior walls are beautifully frescoed and are 
adorned with paintiugs. In tbe reading-room 
are fOund tbe beet of tne magailnee and reviews 
and of the papers. The cabinets are filled with 
Interesting Indian relics and other curiosities. 
The cases Con'.ain tlie cream of English lilcTa 
ture. As a reference library, especially in all 
matters that pertain to Amerirau history, the 
collection Is extreilMly.TaIuable, ami »as minie 
by Mr. William D: Hixson himself, the most 
painstaking of loreatigMire, and one of the most 
honest commentators. • * • Twenty ihmisaml 
dollars, which will iiltlraately free the Institu- 
tion, is not now available.

Their 
marliet^ are iu all the river towns, West Virginia 
and Viiginla.
